Shyloecking 
Criminal Intelligence Matter 


I. Seope of Shylocking in Greater 
New York Area 


Joseph Valachi advised on October 29, 1962, that the 
most lucrative money makers of those in "Cosa Nostra", to his 
best knowledge, were narcotics trafficking, gambling and shylock- 
ing. He stated that of these three, in viéw of the tremendous 
adverse public opinion and Sentenéés; narcotics is reduced to 
the lowest money maker of the three. . Valachi stated that 
gambling and shylocking are about equal as money Sources for 
members of "Cosa Nostra", but that stiylocking iS the easier. of 
the tio. He gave as an example, the lénding of $1,000.00 at the 
rate of $6.00 for $5.00 a week, about tweity per sent interest, 
whereby a shylock sould éxpect a rate of $1,200.00 av the 
termination of twelve 
Shylocks for shylocks, those individuals with a large amount of 
eash available to them who lend money to shylocks only usually 
at a lesser amount of interest thin may be had froti the shylock 
‘on the Street. He stated that ,in Some instances, the rates 
on the streét loans can be higher than six for five, some 
shylocks-.charging As much as ees a week for 12 weeks on a 
$100.00 loan. Valachi added that most Shylocks have their own 
code systems for keeping records so that they will kmow where

Confidential Source 1 advised in December, 1964, 
that shylocking is a prineipal source of concern to New York 
State officials involved in operations on the New York Waterfront. 
He stated that all Shylocking on the waterfront is carried on by 
members of organized erime, and that most waterfront employees 
become involved with shyloeks at one time or another. He stated 
that longshoremen frequently turn to thefts of cargos to pay for 
Shylocking debts, which, in turn, is a matter of concern to 
State officials. He advised that loans to longshoremen are usually 
at 15 per cent a week, and that the loan sharks themselves are 
generally dock workers who "front" for organized criminals. He 
added that on the waterfront each shylock has a specific pier 
allotted to him which is given out by the underworld as a eoncession 
and that there is no competition between shylocks on the water- 
front. He stated that the shylocks often take a borrower's 
identification card, commonly called “the Brass Chit" and collect 
the victim's pay with it, deducting the interest on the ld6an 
from the paycheck. 


Confidential Source 2 advised in December, 1963, that 
he was of the opir that the American public, ani in particular, 
law enforcement age.cies, do not realize the Significant income 
obtained from shylocking. He stated that most © .Viduals believe 
that the large percentage of money obtained by racketeers is 
obtained through gambling. He pointed out, however, that to be a 
bookmaker, a man has to be somewhat intelligent in order to 
maintain records, a place for receiving wagering information and 
an ultimate place where wagers can be received, and he must 

employ other. individuals. In addition, numerous expenses are 
involved, including payoffs to the police. He pointed out that 
shylocking as carried on by organized racketeers involves little 
risk and to his knowledge, he knows of no police payoffs or any 
sufficient prosecutions for Shylocking. Based .on the above, 

it is his conviction that shylocking furnishes the hoodlum element 
with a great deal of money and is probably more lucrative than 
gambling, especially in the Greater New York area, 


Confidential Source 5 advised in December, 1964, that 
in his opinion, shylocking today is the most lucrative source 
of income for organized crime. He stated that it is his belief. 
that Income from shylocking in the Greater New York area runs to 
Several hundred million dollars a year. From information received 
by him, he advised that he is aware that situations exist where 
prominent shylocks have loaned as much as one million dollars 
in the morning and another million dollars the same afternoon. 
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He said that both of the two loans mentioned above were loaned 
at 2 per cent interest per week and that the shylock involved 
had no difficulty in laying hands on the one million dollars 
in cash on either occasion. He advised that shylocking,aside 
from being lucrative by itself, often leads to the taking over 
of legitimate enterprises by hoodlums who, as a result, put 
themselves in a position where they can further invest their 
illegitimate sources of income into legitimate enterprises. 
Confidential Source 5 believed that the income derived by 
organized crime through shylocking throughout the country amounts 
to several billion dollars. 


Confidential Source 6 advised that it is his belief 
that shylocking is the major source of income for organized 
erime today, primarily because no prosecutable law exists. 
making it possible to put shylocks into jail until the shylocking 
act becomes an extortion matter. He pointed out that in New 
York State the Usury Law is a misdeameanor which is very difficult 
to prove, and that he knows of no instance where anyone has been 
convicted and sentenced under this statute. He poihted out that 
shylocking is af more vicious crime than gambling, inasmuch 
as it is often accompanied by threats of violence, terrorism 
and even murder. Due to the nature of the shylocking operation, 
victims become victims because their every source of legitimate 
loans has been used up. The fact that they initiate the loan 
in many cases makes a victim reluctant to testify publicly as 
to acts of violence and terror and fear of revenge on the part 
of the shylocks makes it very difficult for law enforcement 
agencies to competently prosecute any shylock. 


On December 1, 1964, former Attorney General, Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy made available to the New York State 
Investigation Commission, a letter which was read into the 
record by Chief Counsel Carl Vergari, in which Senator Kennedy 
pointed out that lean sharking provides a means for racketeers 
to take over legitimate businesses and that this method of 
business entry is prominent in New York City, particularly in 
the acquisition of interest in small night clubs. Senator 
Kennedy added that. literally hundreds of businessmen have 
surrendered all or part of their businesses to loan sharks to 
satisfy their obligations and that some of the most important 
racketeers in the United States have secured large holdings 
in legitimate businesses thereby. 
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Confidential Source 8 advised in December, 1964, 
that in his opinion, "Cosa Nostra" is the largest corporation 
in the country with an annual income of several billion dollars. 
It is his belief that shylocking is responsible for a major 
Source of this income, inasmuch as it is practically 
unprosecutable and operates primarily through fear. He pointed 
out that shylocking and gambling are practically indivisible, 
inasmuch as most gamblers operate as shylocks also. He stated 
one of the principal sources of shylocking were gamblers who 
borrow money from shylocks either to gamble or to pay off 
gambling losses.

The list is by no means complete, 
inasmuch as virtually every member of "La Cosa Nostra" at one 
time or another engages in shylocking. However, it is felt

York. He stated that this investigation is to be followed | 
by_@ public hearing into shylocking activities which he hopes on 
will attract public interest and eventually result in the ° 
passage of laws enforceable against the practice of usury. 
He added that if the publicity given this matter is picked up 
by a sufficient number of out-of-town papers that a Federal 
law might be pass ing it a violation to charge usurious 
interest rates, stated that he is of the opinion 
that shylocking IS @ major source of income to the underworld, 
and that current legislation against it is ineffective.

ber 1, 1964, SIC initiated public hearings 
ations which it claimed were milking 
tf millions of dollars a year. 


During a six-day inquiry, the SIC conducted public 
testimony in which several witnesses who were victims of 
shylocks. testified publicly as to their individual cases, 

In addition, several top ranking shylocks were questioned 
under cath, and in most cases, plead the Fifth Amendment. 
Information pertaining to witnesses who testified before this 
hearing will be set out under Section V.

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"Newsday" dated January 13, 1965, in an article 
by Tom Renner, captioned "No-Nothing Hood is Shark Witness",

had commenced a Grand Jury investigation on January 7, 1965 to 
inquire into shylocking in the Suffolk County area. 


This inquiry stems from a raid conducted at the home 

of Michael Candela, also known as Mickey, 22 Montgomery 
. Avenue, North Babylon, on December 15, 1964, by the Suffolk 
County District Attorney's Office. The article reflects that 
Candela, a shylock bookmaker, worked under the auspice eas 

of John Franzese. He stated that Candela is a key link in a 
chain that leads from the confiscated shylock records te top 
mobsters. The records show loans of $26,000 which brought 
"vigorish" of $11,800 to mobsters between October, 1963 and 
December, 1964, , 


The article reflects that Candela, a former Las 
Vegas blackjack dealer, was a minor bookie in the gambling 
empire operated by John Franzese with the blessing of Pasquale 
Guariglia, age 4a, of Avenue V, Brooklyn, New York and Felice 
Vizzari, 44, of 291 Grand Boulevard, Deer Park, New York. 
It was said that Candela picked up bets at a prominent South 
Shore country club, a Deer Park body shop and a Profaci-mob 
owned Deer Park bar. ‘The article continued by stating that 
Guariglia, whose brother John was allegedly killed by the Gallo 
mob in November, 1961, took Candela under his wing to operate 
his shylock racket. It identified Guarigiia as a top aid of 
John Oddo, who branched out from Brooklyn into Vizzari's 
territory, reportedly splitting his proceeds with Franzese. 
This move allegedly angered Vizzari and resulted in a "sit 
down" which ended with Candela working as a “pookie-shylock" 
for both Vizzari and Guariglia. The article reflected that 
Candela, his wife and three small children have been moved 
from their residence by the Suffolk County District Attorney 's 
Office and were under protective care and it is believed that 
Candela has been granted immunity from prosecution. 
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On January 6, 1965, Deputy Inspector’ 
Cre Brooklyn - Kings County Distriet Attorney's Office, 
advised that his office is currently conducting a Grand Jury

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VI. Shylocking in Competition 
with Banks and Lending Agencies 


In Jamiary, 1965, Confidential Source 8, advised 
that it is difficult to state foreibly that shylocks have 
entered into competition with banks and other types of 
lending agencies. He advised that this is due to the fact 
that under the New York State banking and usury laws, it is 
difficult to differentiate between hoodlum shylocks and 
legitimate lending agencies. 


He explained that under present New York law, a 
ioan agency can charge any rate of interest agreed upon to 
a loanee over the sum of $800.00, and may loan to 
corporations at any rate of interest agreed upon regardless 
of the amount involved. He cited, for example, that the 
majority of loan companies in New York State loan at a rate 
of three per cent per month or thirty-six per cent per 
annum. As long as they maintain books and records reflecting 
loans and pay income tax on monies received, there is no 
violation of law, He added that most loan companies 
inflict penalties for delayed payment, much the same as 
shylocks do. 


In connection with New York banking laws, 
Confidential Source 8 advised that most New York banks 
allegedly loan at six per cent interest per annum, however, 
most banks who loan to businessmen insist that the borrower 
maintain a balance of twenty per cent of the loan at ali 
times. For example, for each $1,000, & borrower must 
maintain a balance of $200.00, although he pays a six per 
cent interest on the full thousand. Confidential Source 8 
pointed out that in effect, the banks are receiving nine 
per cent interest per annum on each loan. . 


He stated that it 1s true that kmown hoodlums, 
Such as Carmine Lombardozzi, Nicholas Forlano and Charies 
Stein do operate through, Semi-legitimate loan companies. 
They manage to actively violate the law while not appearing 
to do so in their books and records, As an example, he cited 
the practice of Lombardozzi who loans money through the 
Dart. Realty Company, Brooklyn, New York, to prospective 
home buyers or to persons desiring to improve on their 
Present loans. He stated that Lombardozzi will, on paper, 
ioan a borrower $10,000 at six per cent per annum. ‘The 
borrower agrees to “kick back" two to three thousand dollars 
‘under the table" to Lombardozzi, depending upon his need 
and yet still pays six per cent interest on the full 
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$10,000. In this way, Lombardozzi effectively receives 
thirty to forty per cent interest on his loan, whereas 
his books and records reflect a Legitimate six per cent. 


In the ease of Forlano and Stein, Confidential 
Source 5 advised that whereas their paper work reflects 
legitimate loans at legitimate rates of interest, they 
openly enforce collection through terrorism and charge 
exorbitant penalties for delinquent payments which they 
collect. through fear. To all intents and purposes, their 
operation is an out and out shylock operation which appears 
on the surface to be legitimate.

Field 


| Legal Counsel, United States p7e 
Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC), 225 Broadway, 


New York, New York, advised on January 6, 1965, that the only 
case of any importance that he can recall wherein members 

of organized crime infiltrated the securities business was 
the case involving Carmine Lombardozzi, Arthur Tortorello; 

et al, from 1956 through 1959. 


in September of 1956,[/ da 
young stockbroker, went to Carmine Lombardozai and borrowed 
$60,000 for th ration of an over-the-counter stock company 
cured lionbaraogs Arthur Tortorello and 
Louis De ipo to oversee operation. From that 
date until December of 1959, operated approximately 


one-half dozen "boiler room operations" of Canadian stocks 
which ultimately were sold in forty states. 


Confidential Source 10 advised that Carmine 
Lombardozzi received over seven million dollars through the 
operation of these “boiler rooms", 


Lombardozzi and several others were sentenced in 
Hartford, Connecticut in 1961 for violation of SEC laws. 
hombardozzi was sentenced by Judge Robert P. Anderson, 
United States District Court, Hartford, Connecticut on March 
6, 1961, to imprisonment in the eustody of the Attorney 
General for three years, execution of sentence suspended, 
probation for five years and a fine of $2,500. Tortorello 
received a like sentence. 


On August 20, 1963, Lombardozzi and Tortorello 
were arrested by agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
for violation of their probation. They were extradited to New 
Haven, Connecticut and appeared before Judge Anderson. After 
agents testified as to Lombardozzi's general disregard of his 
probation rules, Lombardozgzi and Torterello plead guilty on 
August 22, 1963. Judge Anderson sentenced them each to one 
year in prison and they were remanded to the United States 
Marshal immediately. They were subsequently transferred 
to the United States Penitentiary, Lewisburg, Pennsylvania. 
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On April 29, 1963, Lombardozzi, Tortorello and five 
others were indicted in the Southern District of New York for 
violation of Federal Income Tax laws resulting from unreported 
income that they earned as a result of their illicit stock 
operations. Five of the seven subjects have since plead guilty — 
to one count conspiracy in the above matter and 
Sentenced or are awaiting sentence. Lombardozzi PS 

Ihave yet to come to trial in this matter. ° 


In May and June, 1963, Confidential Source 8 advised 
that Carmine Lombardozzii had furnished Arthur Tortorello with 
$80,000 to finance the sale of National Telepix stock and 
had placed in charge of the operation to insure 
his investment. National Telepix Company, a firm leasing 
movie films to television, had merged with Canadian Telepix 
operated by one The purpose of the merger akso 
enabled them to sell the stock in an over-the-counter operation 
to the public. They first arranged to fix a phony market by 
buying and selling shares between themselves to make the stock 
price raise in order to make it more desirable to the public. 
This information ' furnished to SEC, who immediately 
instituted an intensive investigation. This investigation 
thwarted the attempt of National Telepix to sell to the public 
and the scheme was dropped. 


In May, 1963, Confidential Source 8 advised that 
Arthur Tortorello had forced nis wife 
to sell shares of Douglass Precision Parts, Inc, stock in order 
to secure @ bank loan from. two New York banks. owed. 
Tortorello shylock money and Tortorello and others had managed 
to get a $14.00 listing on Douglass stock by a phony 
manipulation in the market.

As a result of this information furnished to SEC by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, an intensive investigation resulted in 
guilty pleas from several subjects, including Arthur Tortorello, 
who subsequently received a one-year sentence for this violation.

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VIII. Shylock Infiltration into 
Legitimate Businesses 


As has previously been stated, many forms of legitimate 
businesses have been taken over, in whole or in part, through 
Shylocking. Concerning hoodlum infiltration, influence, 
domination and contol of hotels, motels and night clubs in the 
New York area, Confidential Source 9 advised in August, 1961, 
that one particular method has been extremely successful 
which is utilized by shylocks to take over control of small 
night clubs and restaurants in New York. 


He advised that most people buying small clubs or 
restaurants expend almost their entire fingnces in obtaining a 
lease, the proper licenses and the furnishing of the new club. 
After this has been accomplished, the new owner must obtain a 
large inventory of every conceivable type of liquor so as to 
please the variety of potential customers. To do so, he must 
order a tremendous amount of liquor at one time, and under New 
York State law, this liquor must be paid for on the tenth of 
each month, which willows an owner a maximum of forty days to 
pay from the date of consignment. Failure to pay this bill 
vesults in immediate loss of license. In view of this situation, 
and since most new owners have already extended their 
legitimate credit to the limit, they are invariably forced to 
turn to shylocks to obtain money necessary to pay for the 
liquor. In this way, shylocks easily gain financial control 
in many instances of small clubs and restaurants in the New 
York area, , 


The following is: atsaipling of examples reflecting 
the manner in which hoédlums have successfully gained control 
of New York businesses through their shylocking operations:

He subsequently advised [iad quit the business 
completely. 


In August, 1961, Confidential Source 3 advised that 
a shylock for the Gallo mob, told him that 
e Gallos were having a concerted drive to take over dozens 
of New York night clubs through shylocking, using men like 


Joseph Agone and Joseph Lappi in this movement. 


Confidential Source 3 advised in October, 1961, that 
he believes the following New York night clubs are hoodlun 
controlled and in almost every instance, control resulted 
from shylocking operations:

He advised that over the past ten years, he has 
heard innumerable references to the effect. that the Copacabana 
is the property of New York hoodlum Prank Costello.

He owes two other shyloeks $1,000 and $2,000 respectively, and 
pays them at a rate of 5 per cent a week, for a total of $150.00 
per week. He advised that he estimates that he has paid off 
over $15,000 in 18 months in interest alone on his $6,000 loan 
and still owes the $6,000 principal. 


Confidential Source 3 stated that one of the terrifying 
things about owing a shylock, is that even after the indebtedness

He cited, for 
example, the case who borrowed mopex fron 
Joseph Agone in 1961 and repaid the debt in full.

to intercede. He settled the matter and obtained a 25 
per cent interest in the club as a result. 
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idential Source 14 advised in January, 1964, 

had taken over control of the Vivere Night 
Club on 2nd Avenue between 12th and 13th Street, New York 
City. 


On the same date, he advised 
took over control of the Cameo Club in Brooklyn through a 
Shylocking debt. 


Confidential Source 14 advised that Anthony 
Flotio recently took over Ciro's,Myrtle Avenue and St. 
Nicholas Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, through shylocking the 
owner who was forced to turn over the restaurant because 
he was unable to meet the payments. . 


Confidential Source 14 advised in January, 1964, 
that.at one time, Joseph Cataldo was the principal "front 
man" for the Vito Genovese “family” in securing control 
of New York night clubs and restaurants, particulerly in the 
Greenwich Village section of New York. He stated that 
Cataldo was a close personal friend of Anthony Strollo, a 
Genovese lieutenant who disappeared and is believed dead. 


Confidential Source’ 14 advised that he believes 
Thomas Eboli is attempting to take over control of Cataldo's 
enterprises. He stated that Eboli is exceptionally greedy 
and does not fear any retribution from Cataldo's friends, 
inasmuch as Strollo, Cataldo's "rabbi" was in disgrace when 
he disappeared. 


In March, 1964, Confidential Source 14 advised 
that the four previously mentioned, are 
in the Luchese "family" of "Cosa Nostra™ and deal primarily 


in shylocking, especially in_night clu 
trade. He identifie 


: Confidential Source 6 advised that shylocks 
take over control of many other legitimate businesses by 
varlous methods. He specifically cited the operation of 
Carmine Lombardozzi, who generally shylocks through an 
ostensibly legitimate loan company or real estate company. 
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In August, 1963, he advised that up until a 
couple of years ago, shylocks would loan money to private 
businesses and to private home owners unable to obtain a 
legitimate bank loan. In order to subvert the New York 
State Usuay. Law, private home owners would incorporate their 
household and could at that time borrow money at any rate 
of interest, since there is no limit to interest on loans 
made to corporations. The New York State Legislature 
recognized this problem and passed a law making it illegal 
for a private household to incorporate. To get around this 
law, Lombardozzi arranged to make loans to private individuais 
and receive a 33 1/3 per cent cash retum, plus 6 per cent 
of the full loan. For example, if a private owner desired 
to borrow $10,000 from one of Lombardozzi's loan companies, 
he wotild pay the loan company $3,000 in cash under the table, 
plus 6 per cent on the full $10,000 loan. In this way, 
Lombardozzi is enabled to collect approximately 40 per cent 
interest with only 6 per cent showing in the records. 


Confidential Source 8 advised that another method 
used by these loan companies run by shylocks is to take 
advantage of businessmen who are in financial straits and are 
paying on a COD basis. For example, a business owner may 
receive an order for $200,000 worth of a particular item, 
for which he must pay COD. He expects to immediately sell 
this order to a prospective buyer for $300,000. He will take 
a shylock loan in the amount. of $200,000, agreeing. to pay 
$250,000 within a ten-day period. In many instances, the 
prospective buyer reneges after the owner has paid $200,000 
for delivery and he is stuck with a $200,000 inventory and 
owes the shylock $250,000. In many instances, the alleged 
prospective buyer is sent in to make the order in order to 
Set up the business owner. In this way, shylocks end 
up taking over complete control of the business.
